No. HQ./66-1— In exercise of the powers conferred under clause (b) of sub-section (2) of Section 45 of the Air Corporations Ac 
1953 (27 of 1953) the Air-India with the previous approval of the Central Government, hereby makes the following regulations further to 
amend the Air-Tndia Employees' Provident Fund Regulations, 1954, namely : — 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Air-India Employees’ Provident Fund (Amendment) Regulations, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication into the official gazette. 

2. In the Air-India Employees' Provident Fund Regulations, 1954. (hereinafter referred to as the said regulations) in regulation 
19, for sub-regulr.tion (2) the following sub-reguU.tion shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(2) No withdrawal under clause (1) shall exceed the pay of the employee for six months or the total subscription of the em- 
ployee upto the date of withdrawal, whichever is less”. 

(3) in the proviso to sub-regulation (3), for the word “twenty four” the word “thirty-six” shall be substituted. 

3. In regulation 24 of the said regulations, after sub-regulation (4), the following sub-regulation shall be inserted; namely 

"(5) A number may, while proceeding on leave preparatory to retirement withdraw 75 percent of his own subscription to- 
gether with interest thereon, three months before his date of retirement”. 

Air-India Employees’ Passage Regulations, 1960

No. 6-79/G.R. — The Central Government (Ministry of 
Education & Culture) have accorded approval vide their 
letter No. F.15-l/79/Desk(U), dated 8-12-1979 to the 
following Regulations : — 

1. Regulation 13,3 of the Chapter VIII (E) Conditions of 
Service and Conduct of Teachers in Non-Government Affi- 
liated Colleges' at pages 184-185 of the Calendar, Volume 1. 
1979, shall read, as under 

13.3. With effect from 1-5-1973, the rate of subscription 
of an employee shall be 10 per cent of his pay. He may. 
however, he allowed to contribute up to 16.2/3 per cent of 
his pay. 

The contribution of the college towards the Provident 
Fund of a teacher shall with effect from 1-5-1973, be 10 
per cent of his pay and this shall be contributed at the end 
of each month. The college shall pay interest and the amount 
of such interest shall be placed monthly to the credit of each 
depositor, 

When the calculation involves paise amounting to less than 
50 it shall be ignored and when it amounts to 50 paise or 
more, full rupee shall be deducted. 

Provided that where a higher rate of Provident Fund 
contribution already prevails, it shall not be reduced without 
the consent of the University. 

In these Regulations ‘pay’ shall mean the total amount 
firawn monthly by an employee of a college minus 
allowances, if any, but includes pay, special pay or a personal 
pay, if any. The monthly rate of pay of a teacher during any 
college year shall be taken to be that at which he draws pay 
for the first month of the college year.

3.2. A candidate who is relegated in any subjcct/s in any 
semester (provided he is not required to repeat the semester) 
shall be permitted to continue the studies in, the next semester 
and appear in the relegated subject/s in the next examination 
provided that at any examination, a candidate shall be allowed 
to appear at a time in a backlog of not more than 5 subjects 
of the previous semesters.

Explanation : Fifty per cent of 5 papers will be taken 

as 2 and that of 7 papers as 3 for purpose of exemption 

under this Regulation. 

(c) A candidate who fails to clear the second semester 
examination even at the special examination held in August 
shall be given one more chance. He may appear either in 
December of the same year or in Aprii-May examination next 
year in such papers in which he had failed at the special 
examination held in August. 

A candidate who is unable to clear the second semester 
examination even after availing of the second chance as 
prescribed above shall be required to leave the course, 

10. If a candidate is required to reappear in a paper which 
is assessed internally on 100% bftsls, he may be given one 
more opportunity to qualify in that paper without attending a 
fresh course of lectures. The work assignment in his case 
shall be determined by the Head of the Department. 

11. A candidate who failed in the I or II semester exami- 
nation and is not covered under the ‘Reappear’ regulations 
may be given one more chance and allowed to anpear in the 
next regular examination without attending a fresh course of 
lectures bul he shall have to repeat the entire examination. 

If n candidate fails lo pass in a semester examination even 
after the second attempt he will be required to leave the 
course. 

12. The internal assessment awards of the candidate who 
fails in the examination shall be carried forward to the next 
examination. 

13. Candidates who pass both the semesters of the exami- 
nation in first attempt obtaining 70 per cent or more mark* 


of the total aggregate of both the semesters shall be declared 
to have passed in Jit si division with distinction. Those who 
obtain 60% or more of the aggregate marks but less than 
70% in both tile semesters examinations taken together shall 
be placed in first division. Those who obtain below 60% 
of the aggregate marks in both the semester examinations 
taken together shall be placed in the second division. 

14. (a) A candidate who appears in all the papers and 
who fails in one or more papers (written, practicals, sessional 
or viva, voce) and/or the aggregate (if there is a separate 
requirement of passing on the aggregate) shall be given grace 
marks upto a maximum of 1 per cent of the total aggregate 
marks (excluding marks for internal assessment) to make up 
the deficiency, if by such addition the candidate can pass 
the examination. While awarding grace marks fraction work- 
ing to 1/2 or more will be rounded to a whole. 

Provided that grace marks he also awarded to a candidate 
if by awarding such marks’ he can earn exemption. 

(b) A candidate who reappears to clear the paper /s in 
which! he has been declared to reappear shall be awarded 
grace marks upto 1% of the total marks of the papor/s in 
which he reappears if by such addition the candidate Can 
pass in that paper/s. 

(c) Grace marks upto 1 per cent of the total marks of 
first semester and second semester examinations shall be 
added to the aggregate of both first semester and second 
semester examinations for the award of a higher class to a 
candidate, provided that no grace marks has already been 
given for passing the examination cither in first semester or 
in a second semester. Provided further that grace marks 
shall not be allowed for the award of first divison with dis- 
tinction. 

(d) A candidate who reappears in the examination for 
purposes of improving the division may be given grace marks 
up to 1 per cent of the total marks as follows : 

(i) A candidate who reappears in. one semester only.— 
t per cent of the marks in the semester in which 
he reappears. 

(ii) A candidate who reappears in both the 1 semesters. — 

1 per cent of the marks of both the semesters taken 
together. 

Provided that no candidate shall be given more marks than, 
the minimum that may be required for securing the higher 
division. 

15, A soon as possible after the termination of the exami- 
nation, the Registrar shall publish a list of the candidates Who 
have passed. 

45. Regulations for Diploma course in Maintenance and 

Servicing of Electrical and Electronics Instruments, shall 

read as under — 

1.1 The duration of the course for Diploma in Mainte- 
nance and Servicing of Electrical and Electronics Instruments 
shall be one academic year. 

1.2 The Course of instruction and evaluation shall be in 
two parts as under : — 

(i) there shall be a house examination both in theory 
and laboratory conducted! by internal examiners at 
the end of each part and periodical assessment 
through problem assignments, tests etc. The distri- 
bution of marks between home examination and 
sessional shall be decided by the Board of Control 
ns shown in the syllabus. 

(ii) there shall be an annual comprehensive examina- 
nation at the end of the academic year which shall 
be conducted by (i) one external examiner and (ii) 
internal examiners. 

1.3 The date of annual comprehensive examination and the 
last dale for receipt of admission forms with requisite fee 
shall be fixed by the Syndicate. 

1.4 The examination fee to be paid by a candidate shall 
be Rs. 50. 

2. The minimum qualification for admission to the Course 
shall be B.Sc. degrees of the Panjab University with Phvsics 
as one of the subjects or an examination of any other Univer- 
sity recognised by the Syndicate as equivalent thereto. 
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3. A. candidate who possesses the qualification laid down 
in Regulation 2 shall be eligible to appear in the examination 
provided he produces the lollowing certificate signed by the 
Head of the Physics Department, l’anjab University : — 

(a) of good chaiacter; 

(b) of having been on the tolls ol the Department of 
Physics uuring the academic year preceding the 
examination; and 

(,c J of having attended not less than 75 pci cent of (ho 
lcelures delivered to the class in each paper and the 
practical, separately. 

4. A deficiency in the requited number of lectuies may 
be condoned : 

(,i) uplo 15 lectures by the Head of the Department; 

and 

(ii) upto 25 lectuies by the. Dean of University lusliue- 
liun on die recommendation of the J lead of the 
Department. 

5. The examination shall be held in accordance vviLh the 
syllabus. 

6. The medium of examination shall be English. 

7. In all matters, concerning admission, geneial coniiol, 
lemoval, misconduct and main lens nee of discipline, the 
Boaid of Conti ol of the Department of Physics sltalL he the 
filial aulhonty subjeet lo the uppioval of the Dean of Univcr- 
suy lnslt uetion/ Vice-Chancellor as the case may be. 

8. A candidate who has attended the prescribed number of 
lectuies, but does not appear at l lie examination or having 
appeared has lailed be peiniilled by the Board of Control to. 
appear at Ihe examination as a private candidate within a 
period of three yeurs of completing the course. 

9. The minimum numbers of marks required to pass the 
examination shall be 35% ol the aggregate of marks tor 
sessional, the house examination and the annual examina- 
tions. 

10. All house examination marks including sessional maiks 
duly moderated by the Board of Control in Physics shall be 
sent to Registrar immediately after the termination, of theory/ 
practical and/or Viva-voce examination. 

If. The Board of Control jointly with the internal exami- 
ners shrill finalise lire result ol the candidates and elassily 
the successful oandidutes into the following divisions : 

(a) those who obtain 75% or more of the aggiegate 
number of marks.— Pirt Division with Distinction. 

(b) those who obtain 60% or more but less than 
75% of the aggregate number of marks. — hirst 
Division. 

(c) those who obtain 50%> or moic but less than 
60 % of the aggregate number of marks, — Second 
Division. 

(d) those who obtain less than 50% of Ihe aggregate 
number of marks.— Third Division. 

12, As soon as possible the Registrar shall publish the 
result of the examination alter the termination of annual 
comprehensive examination. 

46. Regulations for Degree of Master in Personnel Manage- 
ment and Industrial Relations Examination, shall read 

as under : — 

1. The duration of the Courses leading to the Degree of 
Master in Personnel Management and Industrial Relations 
shall be two academic yeais, each year being divided into two 
semesters. The examination for the first and the thiid semes- 
ters shall ordinarily be held in the month of December and 
for Ihe second and the fourth semesters in the monlh of April/ 
May, or on such dates as may be fixed by the Syndicate. 

2.1 Eveiy candidate shall pay his tuition fees and other 
charges for a semester in two instalments — first at the time 
of udmission to tho course and second three months thete- 
after, 

2.2 An examination fee for each semester will be Rs. 50/-. 


2.3 The Head of the Department of Commerce and Busi- 
ness Management shall forward to the Registrar, at least live 
weeks before the commencement of the examination in cacti 
scmcstci, a list of the students alongwith their admission 
forms and examination lees who have saiisfied the requiie- 
menls of regulations and arc qualified to appear in the exami- 
na.ion. 

2.4 The last date for receipt oF admission forms and exami- 
nation lees with or without late fee shall be fixed by the 
sy ridicate. 

3. The minimum qualification for admission to the first 
semester ol the course shall be- 
ta) A Bachelor’s degree in Alls with not less than 55% 

marks in Lhe aggregate with any one of the following 
subjects : 

Psychology; Sociology; Economics; Public Adminia- 
ti alien and Social Work; 

OR 

(b) A Bachelor’s Degree in Commerce with not less 
than 55% maiks in the aggregate; 

OR 

(c) A Bachelor's degree in Law, with not less than 55% 
marks in the aggregate; 

OR 

(d) A Bachelor’s degree in Engineering with not less 
than 60% marks in Ihe aggregate; 

OR 

le) A Post-graduate degree in any one of the subjects 
mentioned in (a) above/or M. Com. with not less 
than 50% marks in the aggregate, 

OR 

(f> A Post-Graduate Diploma in Personnel Management 
and Labour Welfare; 

OR 

(g) A Bachelor’s degree in any Faculty with not less 
than 50% marks in the aggregate and with at least 
two years’ paid work experience at executive level 
after graduation, 

4. (a) Every candidate shall be examined in the subjects 
as laid down in the syllabus prescribed from time to lime. 

<h) 50% marks in each paper exeludiug seminar, project 
and Viva-voce shall be assigned for internal assessment. 

(c) Seminar and project will be assessed internally on 
100% basis. Viva-voce shall be conducted jointly by the 
internal and external examiners. 

(d) The Head of the Department of Commerce and Busi- 
ness Management shall forward these marks on the basis of 
periodical tests, Wiittcn assignment, case discussions. Syndicate 
sessions, field trips, etc., to the Registrar at least two weeks 
before the commencement of the examination. 

5. '1 he Head of the Department of Commerce and Business 
Management will prcseivc lhe records on the basis of which 
lhe internal assessment awards have been prepared, for inspec- 
tion, if needed by the University, upto six months from the 
date of declaration of (he results. 

6.1 The first semester examination shall be open to a regular 
student who— 

(i) has been on, the rolls of the Department, during one 
semester preceding the first semester examination; and 

(ii) has attended nol less than 75% of the lectures, 
seminars, case discussions. Syndicate Sessions, field 
trips, project work etc., in each paper; (a deficiency 
up to 10% of the total lectures in each pa|rer may 
be condoned by the Head of the Department). 

6.2 The Second, Third and Fourth semester examinations 
shall be open to a student who — 

' (a) has been on the rolls of the Department during one 
semester preceding the Second, Third or Fourth 
semester examination as the case may be. 

(b) has attended not less than 75% of lectures, scininais, 
case discussions, syndicate sessions, field trips, pro- 
ject work, etc,, in each paper; (a deficiency up to 
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10% of the total lectures in ench paper may be 
condoned by the Head of the Department); and 

(c) has passed the First, Second or Third semester exa- 
mination respectively or is covered under ‘Reappear’ 
Regulation 9. 

7, The medium of instruction and examination shall b; 

English. 

8.1 The min imum number of marks to pass the examinm.on 
in each semester shall be — 

(i) 35% in each paper in the University examination 
separately as well as jointly with internal assessment. 

(ii) 35% in seminar, project and viva voce, 

(lii) 50% in the aggregate of (i) and (ii) above. 

8.2 (a) A candidate who appears in all the papers and who 
fails in one or more papers (written .practical, sessional or 
viva-voce) and/or the aggregate (if there is a separate re- 
quirement of passing in the aggregate) shall be given grace 
marks upto maximum of 1 per cent of the total aggregate 
marks (excluding marks for internal assessment) to make up 
the deficiency, if by such addition the candidate can pass the 
examination. While awarding grace murks fraction working 
to 1/2 or more will be rounded to a whole. 

Provided that grace marks be also awarded to a candidate 
if by awarding such marks he can earn exemption. 

a A candidate who reappears to clear the paper/s in 
he has been declared to reappear shall be nwnided 
grace marks upto 1% of the total marks of the paper/s in 
which he reappears, if by such addition the candidate can 
pass in that paper/s. 

(o) Grace marks shall be given) @ one per cent of the 
total aggregate marks of the University examination in each 
semester, A candidate may avail of the grace matks either 
in the aggregate or in one or more papers as may be to his 
advantage. Grace marks shall however be given for the 
award of a higher class to a candidate, provided that no grace 
marks have already been given lor passing the examination. 
Provided further that grace marks shull not be allowed for 
the award of first division with distinction. 

9. (a) A candidate who fails in the first or tbiid semester 
but has secured at least 35% maiks separately as well as 
jointly with internal assessment in not less than 50% oi the 
papers prescribed for that semester shall be permitted to 
continue his studies in the second and tho fourth semester 
respectively but he will be required to reappear in the next 
April/May examination in such papers in which he had tailed 
in the December examination simultaneously with the second 
or the fourth semester examination ns the case may be. 

If ho fails to pass the first or the third semester examina- 
tion even in the second attempt his result for the second or 
thle fourth semester examination, as the case may be, shall 
be cancelled and ho will be required to leave the course. 

(d) A candidate who is unable to clear the fourth semester 
secured at least 35% marks separately as will as jointly with 
internal assessment ini not less than 50% of the papers pres- 
cribed for that semester shall be permitted to continue his 
studies in the third semester but he will be required to re- 
appear in such papers in which he had failed in the April 
examination at a special examination to be held in Augu t 
but not before the expiry of six weeks from the date of dec- 
laration of the April examination result. If he fails even 
at the special examination, he shall be required to leave the 
course. 

(c) A candidate who fails in the fourth semester examina- 
tion but had secured at least 35% marks separately as well 
as jolhtly with internal assessment in not less than 50% 


pap. ’ prescribed for that semester shall be allowed to appear 
in rich papers in which he has failed in the Apul examiha- 
lion at a special examination to be held in August but not 
before the expiry of six weeks from the date of the declara- 
tion of the result.

The work assignment may be 
determined by the Head of the Department, 

10. A candidate who fails in the First, Second, Third or 
Fourth semester and is not covered under the 'Reappear' 
Regulation 9 may be given one more chance and allowed to 
appear at the next regular examination without attending a 
fresh course of lectures but he will have to repeat the entire 
examination. 

If a candidate fails to pass in a semester examination even 
after the second attempt he shall be required to leave the 
course. 

1 1 . A candidate, who having passed the second semester 
examination, discontinues his studies, may be permitted to 
join the 3rd semester within two years of his passing the 
second semester examination. 

12. 'I lie internal assessment awards of a candidate who 
fails in the examination shall be carried forward to the next 
examination. 

A student who fails in the examination may appear at tho 
next examination as an ex-stlldcnt. 

13. As soon ns is possible after the termination of the 
examination, the Registrar shall publish a list of the candi- 
dates who have passed. 

14. Candidates xyho pass all the four examinations at the 
first attempt, obtaining; 70% or more marks of the total 
aggregate shall be declared to have passed ip first division 
with distinction. I bone who. obtain 60% or more of the 
aggregate marks but less> than 7 0 % in all the semester exami- 
nations taken together shall be placed in. first division. Those 
who obtain below 60% of the aggregate marks in all the 
semester examinations taken togeiher shall bo placed in the 
second division. 
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
